Bunche told a US official that the primary 
purpose was to "find out whether the Pakistanis were 
prepared to stop " He also intends to go on to New 
Delhi to discuss the Indian seizure of Pakistani outposts 
in the Kargil area. The Pakistanis will probably try to 
seize this opportunity to engage the UN in a review of 
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
